This is a history making change for 
Grand Detour, yet while it strikes a 
death blow to the v illage as a postal 
station It will be a distinct adv antage 
to tbe residents from the fact th a t 
they will hav e free deliv ery of mail, 
such as is enjoyed by the people of 
large cities. 


RECALL8 EARLY HI8 TORY. 


Grand Detour is one of the oldest 
towns in this part of tbe state. Tbe 
first settlem ent was made there in 
18 35, fiv e years after John 
Dixon 
sett ed 
where Dixon now stands. 
Grand Detour at one tim e excelled 
Dixon in population and enterprise, 
the excellent water power attracting 
manufacturers; but the coming of 
railways to Dixon placed the former 
v illage at a disadv antage from which 
she nev er recov ered. 
In 18 34 Leonard Andrus, tbe elder, 
started from Dixon’s Ferry up Rock 
riv er in a canoe. 
Tbe present Lee 
county was then a portion of Jo- 
Dav iess, and Dixon was not laid off as 
a v illage until the following year. 
The Inhabitants were then few in 
number, and it is probable th at Mr. 
Andrus was the first white man to 
explore th at beautiful portion of the 
Rock Riv er v alley. 
About nine miles 
abov e the ferry Mr. Andrus landed 
and made claim to the beautiful v ale 
which 
row 
f i- r s 
the 
site 
of 
Grand Detour. 
Tne next season he 
and W. A. House, with their families, 
took up their resldeoce there and 
built a log cabin while lounging In­ 
dians watched them work. 
In No­ 
v ember, 18 35, the first white child was 
born in Grand Detour, a daughter to 
Mr. and Mrs. House. 
Mr. House es­ 
tablished a ferry there and was made 
postmaster. The first boy b pt»r» in 
Grand Detcur was Charles, sou 
John Deer, founder of the Deere Plow 
company 
In 1837 John Deere started 
a blacksmith shop there and in 18 39 
made his first plow. Two years An 
drus and Deere started the Grand De­ 
tour Plow Works ou a small scale, 
which grew and was later mov ed to 
Dixon.

His compan­ 
ions of the hu nt, Dr. Alexander Lam­ 
bert and Philip B. Stewart,
